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Glenn Gives Up Millions For Politics 


Won’t Talk 
Until He’s 
A Civilian 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (UPI)—Astronaut John H. Glenn 
today passed up the opportunity to become a millionaire 
in private business to run as a Democratic candidate 
for the United States Senate. 


Glenn declined to outline his 
political philosophy until after 
he leaves the Marine Corps in 
a few days, but he pledged his 
support to President Johnson’s 
program s and took a few indi­ 
rect swings at U.S. Rep. Robert 
Taft Jr., expected to be Glenn’s 
opponent in November if he 
wins the May primary. 


Glenn read a statem ent in 
which he announced his can­ 
didacy and then answered a few 
to discuss specific plans. 


A 
newsman 
suggested 
to 
Glenn that he was using his 
name and fame as the first 
American to orbit the earth to 
cash in in politics. 


Glenn flashed his famous grin 
and said he didn’t want to get 
into specifics, but that every­ 
body who became well known 
got that way for what they did 
or what his family did.

Taft, the state’s congressman- 
at-large, is the son of form er 
Sen. Robert A. Taft and grand­ 
son of William Howard Taft, 
who was President and Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court. 


Glenn said that he w o u l d 
spell out his philosophy and 
campaign plans after he leaves 
the M arine Corps in a few days, 
but he said in his statem ent to­ 
day that after “ careful consid­ 
eration of the current positions 
and leadership of both parties” 
led him to choose the Demo­ 
cratic party. 


Glenn 
said 
he 
decided 
to 
leave the space program be 
cause there 
was 
only 
slight 
chance he would make another 
space flight, and passed up op­ 
portunities to become a million­ 
aire in private business because 
he felt public service provided 
the best opportunity to use the 
experience gained in 22 years 
in the Marine Corps and the 
space program . He said he had 
not discussed his political plans 
with President Johnson, but he 
felt the 
President “has pre­ 
sented a program for our nation 
which a m ajority of Americans 
will support.” 


Help Administration Program 
He said that as a Senator, he 
hoped he would be able to help 
Johnson reach the objectives of 
that party. 


Glenn declined to say what 
part the late President John F 
Kennedy and his brother, Rob 
ert Kennedy, had played in his 
decision to run for the Senate. 


He said he had “adm ired” 
Kennedy and like many other

By a unanimous 8-0 vote (one 
m em ber was absent) the board 
agreed to take part in the pro­ 
gram which will cost the town­ 
ship school district $6,834, based 
on 55 cents for each of the 12,- 
426 students in district. Seventy- 
five per cent of the money would 
be re-imbursable by the state. 


Bensalem

plan when it gave its endorse­ 
ment Wednesday night.
